Redditch  is  classified  as  a  reception  area,  .  1. 
although  in  February  strong  representations  were  made 
by  the  Redditch  Council  against  this  classification  as 
three-quarters  of  the  town  is  densely -populated  and  . 
highly  industrial. 

In  June,  110  school-children  from  Felixstowe  were 
evacuated  to  Redditch  under  the  Government  programme.  •» 
This  coincided  with  the  demand .for  more  factory  workers 
in  the  district.  Both  factors  have  made  the  housing 
position  more  acute,  and  a  rise  in  the  overcrowding 
figures  has  therefore  become  unavoidable.

4,095  patients  received  treatment  at* the  Smallwood  Hospital 
daring  the  year  and  818  at  Birmingham  and  other  Hospitals  and 
Convalescent  Homes,  a. total  of .4,913.  The  number  of  cases  dealt  with 
at  the  Smallwood  Hospital  continues  to  increase.  No  structural 
alterations  were  made  to  the  hospital  buildings  during  the  year  and 
the  bed  accommodation  (35  beds)  remains  the  same.

In  May  the  Ministry  of  Health  agreed  to  the  provision 
by  the  Redditch  Council  of  80  houses  to  meet  the  general 
need  for  houses  in  the  district,

It  was  resolved  thereupon  to  erect  60  houses  in 
Batchley  Road  and  20  in  Ash  Tree  Road  by  the  Dyke  Hessolite 
method  of  unit  construction  and  in  June  authorisation  was 
obtained  for  the  erection  of  a  further  100  houses.  These 
houses,  when  complete,  will  only  touch  the  fringe  of  the 
housing  problem  in  Redditch. 

The  Council  is  awar e  of  this  housing  shortage  but  the 
war  has,  as  in  other  localities,  placed  the  local  authorities 
in  g.n  embarrassing  position.
